SYMPOSIUM ON PUBLIC ART SCHEDULED AT MUSEUM JANUARY 21 

why does much recent public art arouse controversy? How should it be 
selected and how should it be paid for? These and other questions relating to 
the creation and funding of public art will be debated in a free public symposium 
scheduled at the Cleveland Museum of Art on Saturday, January 21, from 10:00 a.m. 
to 4:00 p.m. The symposium, which is offered in conjunction with the exhibition 
The Public Monument and Its Audience currently on view at the Museum, provides 
the public with an opportunity to hear the opinions of a panel composed of four 
men closely involved with public art: Seth C. Taft, president of the Board of 
Commissioners, Cuyahoga County; Edward Larrabee Barnes, internationally-known 
New York architect; Hilton Kramer, chief art critic for The New York Times ; and 
Sherman E. Lee, director of the Cleveland Museum of Art. 

Seth Taft, who practices law in Cleveland with the firm of Jones, Day, Reavis 
& Pogue, has been a member of the Board of County Commissioners since 1970. In 
addition to his other civic activities, he currently serves as president of the 
Northeast Ohio Areawide Coordinating Agency. 

Edward Larrabee Barnes opened his architectural offices in New York City in 
1949. Since then his international practice has included campus planning and the 
designing of private homes, apartment and office buildings, low-cost housing, 
jet plane interiors and art museums. He has also served as design critic at 
Pratt Institute and Yale University. 
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Prior to joining The New York Times in 1965, Hilton Kramer served as associate 
editor, art critic and literary critic for the New Leader , Previously he had been 
art critic for The Nation and editor of Arts Magazine . He has lectured widely and 
has held academic positions at Bennington College, the University of Colorado, and 
Yale University. He is the author of The Age of the Avant-Garde (1974) and is 
currently preparing a history of 20th-century art. 

Sherman E. Lee, director of the Cleveland Museum of Art since 1958, also 
serves as the Museum's chief curator of Oriental art and adjunct professor of art 
history at Case Western Reserve University, where he earned his doctorate in 1941, 

He is currently a member of the Fine Arts Commission of the City of Cleveland and 
chairman of the Arts Advisory Committee for the Justice Center, 

Serving as moderator of the panel is Adele Z, Silver, editor of education 
publications at the Cleveland Museum of Art and arts editor of WKYC-TV. Mrs. 

Silver was a member of the Arts Advisory Commitee for the Justice Center. 

At the morning session of the symposium, beginning at 10:00 a,m., each panelist 
will present his point of view briefly before engaging his colleagues in an examina- 
tion of controversial ideas raised by the exhibition and by the subject of public 
art. Following a lunch break beginning at noon, the panelists will meet again at 
2:00 p.m. for further discussion and to answer questions from the audience. 

The exhibition The Public Monument and Its Audience , which will be on view at 
the Museum through March 8, examines the changing functions and forms of public 
monuments, as well as public involvement in their creation, through photographs, 
drawings, and models of twenty- three Ohio public monuments.
